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Election/Restriction 

Applicant's election of Species A, which includes 1, 2, 38, and 48-74 in the reply 
filed on 9/20/05 Is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically 
point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been 
treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

However, upon further consideration of the elected Species A, another 
restricfion is deemed necessary among Species A. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species 1 : Claim 2 is drawn to the noise source characteristic as a buzz, 
squeak or rattle. 

Species 2: Claim 38 is drawn the noise source characteristic in respect to data 
points. 

Species 3: Claims 48-56 are drawn to the buzz noise. 

Species 4: Claims 57-64 are drawn to the rattle noise. 

Species 5: Claims 65-74 are drawn to the squeak noise.
